Role Of Africa In World Affairs

Africa — Professor Mike Louw 
is head of 
the International 
A ffairs D e p a rtm e n t a t 
the 
U n iv ersity of W itw a te re ra n d 
here, and is considered one of 
the 
m o st 
p o litically 
knowledgeable men 
in South 
Africa. 
He is a w arm m an with a mop 
of gray hair and m any of the 
attributes of the teacher. 
He 
delights w hen you ask him what 
he considers “ good” questions, 
and his pleasure in answering 
them 
is 
easily 
read 
in 
his 
twinkling eyes. 
We talked in his office for 
more than two hours — hitting 
on just two subjects — South 
A frica’s political and economic 
role in world affairs, and his own 
feelings and interpretations of 
the 
c o u n try ’s 
s e p a ra te 
d ev elo p m en t policy for the 
races. 
In world politics, South Africa 
is not a g reat power, Professor 
Louw said. 
“ But from the economic point, 
the country is very im portant,” 
he added. 
“ It is the m ost in­ 
d u stria liz e d 
an d 
the 
m ost 
powerful country on the African 
continent.” 
The professor noted that South 
Africa has no m ilitary alliances, 
that the country is not com ­ 
m itted to any other nation. 
Is the role of South Africa 
being strengthened or w eakened 
in international affairs? 
“There is, of course, efforts to 
isolate South Africa from the 
rest of the w estern w orld,” he 
said. “ But they are not proving 
too successful.” 
He m entioned the enem ies of 
the country a re certain African 
nations and som e countries in 
Europe. 
“The reason these efforts are 
failing is because there is such a 
great 
internal 
m ovem ent 
in 
South A frica in the economic 
and 
tech n o lo g ica l 
fie ld ,” 
Professor Louw said,. “ We have 
the gold and it is still a good 
financial leverage in the w orld.” 
He noted that South Africa has 
one of the best financial in­ 
stitutional credibilities in the 
world. 
“ A nother reason these efforts 
are failing is because of the 
tenacity of the South A frican 
governm ent not to be isolated,” 
the professor said. 
He noted that South Africa 


signed a loan agreem ent witn 
M adagascar, has offered to sign 
a non-aggression pact with the 
African nations, and has good 
relations 
with 
a 
num ber 
of 
neighboring countries. 
He said 
all these efforts w ere beneficial, 
and w ere apt to snowball. 
W hat 
has 
b ro u g h t 
m uch 
criticism to South A frica is the 
g o v e r n m e n t ’s 
s e p a r a t e 
d ev elo p m en t 
policy. 
T his 
consists m ainly of developing 
eig h t h o m e lan d s w ithin the 
country for the black Bantu 
peoples. 
W hen g o v ern m e n t officials 
defend the system , one m ight be 
apt to think they have an axe to 
grind. But Professor Louw has 
no connection with the govern­ 
m ent, except that he is often 
consulted on political and in 
ternational m atters. 
“The separate developm ent 
policy is not really an ideology, 
but an idea,” the professor said, 
“ It is an attem pt by a w hite 
society which finds itself in a sea 
of non-white to resolve a g reat 
problem in term s of a hum anist 
tradition of the w est.” 
“ The attem pt is tinged with 
authoritarianism inherited from 
E urope,” 
he 
added. 
“ The 
g o v ern m e n t is a u th o rita ria n 
here, to both the black and the 
w hite.” 
He noted that the governm ent 
w as quite open and honest about 
the policy, and also hum anist. 
I asked Professor Louw w hat 
the alternatives w ere to the 
policy. 
“ One m ight say there a re two 
— the idea 
of com plete in­ 
tegration being tried 
in 
the 
U nited States, and the system 
follow ed 
by 
B raz il, 
of 
m isce g en atio n of d e lib e ra te 
ra c e -m ix in g ,” th e p ro fe sso r 
com m ented. 
“ B ut 
b e c a u se 
of 
South 
A fric a ’s 
u n iq u e 
pro b lem , 
neither of these can be con­ 
sidered a real alternative,” he 
added. “ W ith 15 million blacks 
a n d less th a n four m illion 
whites, 
one doesn’t 
have 
to 
stretch his im agination far to 
see w hat would happen.” 
The professor said the U.S. 
attem pts a t solving its racial 
problem s w ere “ sim plistic,” the 
use of busing to achieve balance, 
etc., adding, 
“ We don’t see 
integration to be any solution.” 
The 
aim 
of 
the 
separate 
developm ent policy, he said, is 
to give the Bantu m ore justice 
than he has ever known in 
Africa, to give him the territory 


which he will have developed, 
and 
th e 
rig h t 
of 
self- 
determ ination. 
P ro fe ss o r 
Louw 
sa id 
he 
criticizes som e of the system , 
that he believes developm ent of 
the hom elands for the Bantu is 
not going fast enough, adding. “ I 
criticize the territorial base of 
som e of the hom elands.” 
“ Some of the hom elands are 
not 
eco n o m ically 
self- 
su p p o rtin g 
but 
n e ith e r 
is 
R um ania, Costa Rica and m any 
o th e r 
c o u n trie s ,” 
he 
co m ­ 
m ented. 
’ But by giving the B antu the 
chance to develop on their own 
with outside aid, it will prevent 
social violence,” the professor 
said. I see no other way. 
You 
have not solved the problem in 
A m e ric a , 
an d 
n e ith e r 
has 
E ngland.” 
He said the black peoples of 
South Africa w ere the best on 
the continent, adding, “ They 
fled here from the north, and 
those that stayed behind becam e 
slaves of the A rabs.” 
The professor said the Bantu 
is m uch m o re e n te rp risin g , 
learns m ore easily and adapts 


more readily than others 
in 
Africa. 
“The underdeveloped peoples 
tixlay need paternal guidance,” 
Professor Luow said. “ I know 
this sounds old-fashioned, but 
there is no getting around the 
fact that som e peoples a re m ore 
developed than others. But this 
does 
not 
m ean 
the 
u n ­ 
derdeveloped should be left to 
the exploitation of others. 
We 
are, 
after all, 
our brothers’ 
keepers.” 
From a hum ane standpoint, 
he add ed , 
m ore dev elo p ed 
peoples have a responsibility for 
the less developed. 
“ Many other nations in Africa 
are being subjugated violently,” 
he 
add ed . 
“ H un d red s 
of 
thousands 
are 
system atically 
killed and the United Nations 
never raises a finger.” 
Professor Luow said the South 
African governm ent recognizes 
and accepts the fact that self- 
determ ination for 
the Bantu 
m ight lead to secession from the 
nation by the homelands. 
“M any black nations of Africa 
w hich 
rec en tly 
g ain ed 
in ­ 
dependence are held together 


artifically by ruthless leadei 
the professor said. “ Our system 
has a higher m oral position.” 
The professor said he per­ 
sonally opposes “ petty a p a r­ 
th e id ,” w hereby people a re 
se g re g a te d 
in 
re s ta u ra n ts , 
buses, etc., and that he believed 
it would die out in time. 


He favors giving the Bantu, 
and also the colored, a voice in 
Parliam ent, but not on the “ one 
man, one vote” idea. 
It would 
be, he said, on the idea of the 
U.S. Senate w hereby are a or 
territory is represented. 


Any 
degree 
of 
integration 
would have to com e from the 
upper level, Professor 
Luow 
said. 
Black and white leaders 
would lead the way. 
But the professor said he did 
not believe there could be actual 
social mixing of the races — that 
th e re 
m u st 
be 
p a ra lle l 
developm ent. 
“ P erhaps we m ight have the 
solution to the racial problem ,” 
he said. 
“ At least it is an 
alternative to the solutions being 
tried and 
which a re 
failing 
elsew here.”

Fraught With The Public Interest 


The railroad strike begun yesterday morning calls attention even 
more dramatically than the long automobile workers strike which 
preceded it to a serious lag in the system of compensating the 
workers in the nation’s major industries. Possibly it is erroneous to 
make a distinction between major industries and services and all 
other productive and service activity, but certainly the effect on the 
nation is more immediate,and much easier to see. 


At any rate, Senator Jacob Javits was eminently right Wed­ 
nesday night in saying that the threatened shutdown of the nation’s 
railroads was so fraught with the public interest that the Congress 
had a duty to intervene. The railroads, the airlines, the trucking 
lines, power companies, telephone companies, and the government 
post office cannot be permitted to cease functioning for any length 
of time. The entire nation suffers if any of them do. When industries 
such as the automobile factories are shut down, not everyone is 
affected immediately, but dislocations result and spread like 
waves through the economy. Clearly, we are all being made to pay 
to maintain the system by which management is free to set its own 
compensation scale, and workers are free to take it or not. 


The idea sounds good, of course. This is a free country, isn’t it? 
A man ought to be able to run his business as he wants to, shouldn’t 
he? And a man ought to be able to say whether he will work or not 
for a certain wage, shouldn’t he? That’s the way it was in simpler 
times. But in those days, if one man wouldn’t take the job perhaps 
another would. And if he didn’t, then a little more could be offered. 
And from the worker’s side, he could take a job or seek another, or, 
if the pay was too low all around he could start a small business or 
go west and homestead. Times are different now. 


The rules of the game have to be different.

Double pneumo­ 
nia refers to 
the fact that 
more than one 
lung is involv­ 
ed in this in­ 
fection. 
Con­ 
sequently, the 
person having 
this condition 
is more sick 
than if only 
one lung were 
involved. 
Many patients who recover 
from a severe illness enjoy 
magnifying their illness and 
the drama of their recovery. 
This is little enough indulg­ 
ence that should be permitted 
them. 
This is as good a time as 
any to point out that pneu­ 
monia can often be avoided if 
the early symptoms of a com­ 
mon cold are adequately treat­ 
ed. 
The neglect of a common 
cold invites such complica­ 
tions. Even though little is 
known about the viruses that 
cause the common cold it is 
known that, with sufficient 
rest and good nourishment in 
the early stages, you can keep 
a cold in check and can avoid 
such illnesses as pneumonia.

Tensions Were Aggravated

WASHINGTON - It has now 
leaked out that President Nixon 
made a calculated decision to 
aggravate rather than assuage 
tensions in America during the 
1970 campaign. This has helped 
to produce a general malaise, 
which is now undermining the 
President’s leadership. 
Here are the painful facts, 
which may be denied but have 
been confirmed by competent 
sources: 
Walter Hickel, the deposed 
Interior Secretary, wasn’t the 
only high official who urged the 
President to listen to youth and 
to use his influence to bridge the 
generation gap. Other advisers, 
including W hite House aide 
Robert Finch, 
made sim ilar 
appeals. 
They 
feared 
the 
political alienation of young 
people not only would damage 
the country but would drive 
future voters away from the 
Republican Party. 


NIXON R E JE C T S AD VICE 
Unheeding, the President 
chose to exploit the issue of 
youthful dissent, prefering to go 
after the votes of those who are 
already over 21. He frankly 
hoped 
to 
take 
political 
ad­ 
vantage of the frustrations of 
parents who are disturbed over 
the attitudes and morals of the 
younger 
generation. 
He, 
therefore, 
instructed 
Vice 
President Spiro Agnew to step 
up 
his 
attacks 
on 
young 
dissenters and demonstrators. 
Some officials also recom­ 
mend that the administration 
campaign on its civil rights 
record and make a bid for black 
votes. 
They 
suggested 
specifically 
that 
black 
Republican officeholders should 
be sent into Negro districts to 
campaign for GOP candidates. 
Again, 
Nixon rejected 
the 


advice 
and 
directed 
cam ­ 
paigners to keep silent about 
civil rights. He decided, instead, 
to exploit the prejudices of white 
workingmen who feel 
that 
blacks threaten their jobs and 
may move into their neigh­ 
borhoods. 
The President’s conduct of the 
campaign, according to an in­ 
formal post-election survey by 
this column, has contributed to a 
leadership crisis in the U.S. I 
have traveled up and down the 
country since November 3, 
lecturing audiences of all mixes, 
talking to people at all levels, 
listening to their questions. Here 
are my impressions: 


CRY-WOLF RESU LTS 
The 
President’s 
cry-wolf 
campaign has helped to con­ 
vince a startling number of 
Americans that the U.S. is on the 
brink of revolution. This fear 
has 
created 
a 
nagging 
uneasiness that underlies the 
malaise in America. It moves 
people to seek drastic measures 
rather than genuine reforms. 
President Nixon is widely 
derided and detested on all the 
campuses I have visited. His 
cam paign 
strategy 
has 
dangerously alienated young 
people who, increasingly, are 
turning 
their 
backs 
on 
A m erica’s 
problems. 
The 
concern of last year is turning 
into apathy today. Many youths 
have given up hope of achieving 
reforms and have become cop­ 
outs, seeking escape in drugs, 
booze, 
prom iscuity 
and 
psychedelic entertainment. 
The Nixon appeal to white 
workingmen has heightened the 
tensions 
between white 
and 
black workers. The antagonisms 
could easily erupt into serious 
racial outbreaks in factories and 


neighborhoods 
across 
the 
country, causing a dangerous 
polarization between the races. 
I 
found 
Am ericans 
everywhere uptight. 
Workers 
were 
disturbed 
over 
the 
simultaneous rise in unem­ 
ployment and inflation. Far­ 
mers are upset over sluggish 
farm prices, high costs and 
federal cutbacks. Blacks believe 
the Nixon 
administration 
is 
unconcerned about them. 
Young people still worry about 
the war. People of all ages are 
appalled over the testimony 
coming out of the My Lai 
courtm artials. 
The 
middle 
classes are convinced that the 
welfare system is in a hopeless 
mess. But they are also con­ 
cerned about Am erica’s 25 
million poor people, 
half of 
whom 
get 
no 
government 
assistance. 
There is dismay over high 
crim e, 
antiquated 
courts, 
congressional inertia, govern­ 
ment 
spending, 
federal 
snooping, Hickel’s firing, our 
inability to free Am erican 
prisoners in Vietnam. But most 
of all there is declining con­ 
fidence in the leadership in 
Washington.

House Feud — Supporters of 
the consumer bill 
that got 
bottled up in the House Rules 
Committee privately put part of 
the blame on a five-year-old 
feud between two New York City 
Congressmen. One is Benjamin 
Rosenthal,

of

legislation. The other is James 
Delaney, a Rules Committee 
member who voted against 
sending the bill to the House 
floor. Although they are both 
Democrats from 
neighboring 
districts, the two Congressmen 


have not spoken for several 
years. 
Rosenthal attributes the bad 
blood to differences on key 
issues, principally Vietnam. 
Delaney agrees, adding: “ I ’m 
not enthused with his com­ 
pany.” 
Delaney, 
however,

BOSTON (A P) — Problem: 
You bought a new car this fall. 
The first week the carburetor 
needed adjustment. The second 
week the electrical system 
failed. 
The 
third 
week 
the 
brakes went out. And the fourth 
week the lemon just conked out 
completely. 
Solution: Stop making those 
$80 a month payments until the 
car is put in working order. 
That solution seems like a 
dream to owners of automotive 
lemons. But in Massachusetts a 
new set of laws has made such 
recourse more than a dream — 
it has, one official said, become 
“ a real possibility.” And con­ 
sumer advocates are working to 
get sim ilar laws across the 
country. 
Lawrence R. Buxbaum, the 
Massachusetts assistant at­ 
torney general who described 
the car scenario as a possibility, 
adds: “ To my knowledge it has 
never been tested.” The state’s 
newest law is only a few months 
old. 
The main effort nationwide 
has been in stripping the law of 
provisions which have created a 
haven for outright swindles. The 
swindles have included home 
improvements and the sales of 
pots and pans, records, books 
and food freezers. 
Getting the heaviest scrutiny 
is a doctrine called holder in due 
course. 
Massachusetts 
has 
outlawed it. Virginia Knauer, 
the President’s assistant for 
consumer affairs, has urged 
other states to follow suit. The 
Consumer 
Federation 
of 
Am erica 
has 
endorsed 
its 
repeal. 
What is holder in due course? 
A New Jersey family found 
out when they signed a contract 
to purchase a stereo record 
player and 140 record albums 
over a three-year period. 
The 
fam ily 
received 
the 
record player and 12 albums and 
began 
making 
monthly 
payments of $22.77. They never 
received another record, yet it 
wasn’t until the family had paid 
over $300 that they tried to stop 
making payments. 
It turned out the firm which 
had sold the record player and 


albums 
had gone 
bankrupt. 
Meanwhile, the firm had sold 
the lending note signed by the 
family to a finance company. 
The finance company argued it 
was not a holder in due course, 
meaning it was not responsible 
for the performance of the 
record seller and was entitled to 
collect the money due under the 
contract, even if the m er­ 
chandise was never delivered. 
The finance company demanded 
the $500 the family still owed. 
The trial court upheld the 
finance company. Fortunately 
for the family, a higher court 
ruled that because the name of 
the 
finance 
company 
was 
printed on the back of the len­ 
ding note at the time the sale 
was made, the finance company 
was fam iliar with the record 


sales 
firm 
and 
thus 
not 
protected by holder in due 
course. 
The fam ily was able to get out 
from under the debt because the 
finance company had made the 
tactical error of pre-printing its 
name on the back of the con­ 
tract. Other consumers have not 
been so lucky. 
Attorneys 
at 
the 
National 
Consumer Law Center, an Office 
of Economic Opportunity study 
center at Boston College, say the 
most flagrant abuses of holder 
in due course are in the home 
improvement sales field. 
Holder in due course permits 
shady operators to set up 
business with nothing but a 
telephone and a rented office. A 
blitz from salesmen working on 
commission hits an area. Local 
contractors are hired to do the 
work. A few months later, home 
owners who have paid for new 
siding find only one side of their 
house done or the siding peeling, 
flaking and falling off. But the 
siding seller has sold his 
financing contracts to somebody 
else, taken the cash and left 
town. The homeowners are left 
with sizeable debts, a shoddy job 
and no way to get back at the 
seller. 
“ It-s a tremendous umbrella 
protection for fraud,” said Blair 
Shick, one of the center lawyers 
who has specialized in holder in 
due course. 
The doctrine dates back to the 


17th century, when it was 
adopted as a device to keep 
money flowing in mercantile 
transactions. 
Although 
not 
origin ally intended for con­ 
sumer transactions, it survives 
today in some form in all but a 
handful of states. 
New York and Vermont have 
outlawed it in the purchase of 
cars and other real property. 
New Hampshire, 
Connecticut 
and Rhode Island have banned 
its use in home solicitation. 
Rhode Island also bans it in car 
sales. 
Court cases in New Jersey, 
California, Alaska and Hawaii 
have weakened the impact of 
holder in due course. 
Support for holder in due 
course usually comes from 
sm all 
lenders 
and 
sm all 
businessmen. Opposition to it is

No New Clues In Disappearance Search Continues For Youth 
Suspected In Family Murders

no clues to the mysterious

But they planned to resume a

through the Sespe Hot Springs 
area of Ventura County, 130 
miles north of Los Angeles. 
Hughes, 35, the bearded, 
portly 
law yer 
who 
was 
representing Leslie Van Houten 
in the Tate trial, vanished 13 
days ago during a trip to the 
Sespe area of the Los Padres 


National Forest. The rugged 
wilderness was hit by torrential 
rains soon after Hughes arrived. 
“If he’s still up there, with no 
food and as cold as it’s been at 
night, things don’t look too 
good,” said Capt. Jim Richards, 
commander of detectives at the 
Ventura County Sheriff’s office. 
He said it was highly unlikely 
Hughes could have survived 
outdoors this long. 
Richards said detectives have 
re-interviewed witnesses who 
reported they saw Hughes in the 
Sespe 
area 
over 
the 
Thanksgiving weekend, and 
some were given lie detector 
tests Thursday. 


“The people have been telling 
the truth, and it makes us feel 
better to know the story we’ve 
been following was right,” he 
said. “We haven’t come up with 
anything new, nothing at all.”

While individual responses 
remain confidential, they form

have changed a firm’s actual 
investment this year and an­ 
ticipated ones for next year.

Professor Claims 
Exhaust Controls 
Not Halting Smog 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — New 
cars with exhaust controls 
aren’t controlling smog, 
but 
instead only change its nature, a 
professor of engineering at 
UCLA says. 
Dr. A.F. Bush said Thursday 
it’s all a matter of size — new 
cars with exhaust controls spew 
twice as many small particles as 
old cars without anti-sm og 
devices. 
He said the exhaust controls, 
while reducing 
hydrocarbons 
and carbon monoxide, increase 
the number of invisible “sub­ 
micron” particles less than l- 
25,000th of an inch in size. 
Tests by 
UCLA engineers 
have shown that cars with anti­ 
smog devices put out 200 billion 
particles per cubic foot of 
exhaust gas compared with 100 
billion for cars without the 
devices, he said. 
The particles are so small 
they may stay suspended in the 
atmosphere several months and 
don’t come down “until they are 
washed out or come together in 
heavier, conglom erate par­ 
ticles,” Bush said. 
Bush, who nearly five years 
ago predicted that the new 
exhaust controls would increase 
the oxides of nitrogen emitted by 
cars — a major smog ingredient 
He said the anti-smog devices, 
coupled with stiffer antipollution 
controls for smokestacks, are 
helping 
to 
control 
the 
“boulders” of pollution in the 
atmosphere.

California Railroads 
Are Rolling Again 
After Brief Strike

California’s 
railroads were 
rolling again today after an 
estimated 30,000 rail workers 
from four unions obeyed orders 
from their national leaders to 
end a 16-hour strike and get back 
to work. 
Checks with spokesmen for 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
Sante Fe and smaller railroad 
companies disclosed no picket 
lines still up at terminals and 
freight yards across the state. 
No violence was reported in 
the brief walkout, although a 
Sante Fe employe in Richmond, 
Jam es Clark, 27, was arrested 
by police for investigation of 
attempting to wreck a train. 
The arrest came after a Santa 
Fe supervisor reported seeing a 
man running alongside a slow- 
moving freight train and at­ 
tempted to uncouple two cars. 


CHICAGO (AP) — California 
Gov.

Millions Offered For 
Retraining Educators 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration, which has 
declined 
to 
challenge 
the 
legality of wholesale firing and 
demotion of Negro teachers in 
the South, offered instead today 
$3.2 million for retraining the 
displaced educators. 
The aid announcement by the 
U.S. Office of Education coin­ 
cided with its release of a report 
indicating discrimination rather 
than inadequate training is the 
primary problem facing black 
teachers in the South. 
“Retraining is the solution 
that many, including officials in 
the U.S. Office of Education, are 
suggesting,” said the report 
prepared for the education of­ 
fice by 
the 
nonprofit Race 
Relations Information Center, 
Nashville, Tenn. 
“To many blacks, that kind of 
thinking is merely swallowing 
whole 
the 
justification 
of 
discrim ination advanced by 
many Southern school boards,” 
the report said. 
The report — like others 
issued recently by the National 
Education Association — found 
black teachers and principals in 
the South have been displaced in 
the 
wake 
of 
school 
desegregation and elimination 
of all-Negro schools. 
“Hundreds of them have been 
demoted, 
dismissed 
outright, 
denied 
new 
contracts 
or 
pressured into resigning, and 
the new teachers hired to 
replace them include fewer and 
fewer blacks,” said the center. 
The Nixon administration has 


not brought any action against 
Southern districts for alleged 
discrimination in firing and 
demoting black teachers.

Dozers. Equipment for 
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Army Chaplain Testifies 
Hughes Empire Is Torn Apart By 
At William Calley Trial 
Bickering/ Suspicion, And Intrigue 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — 
The night before Lt. William L. 
Calley’s platoon swept through 
My Lai, a blond and balding 
Army chaplain paid a courtesy 
call on two of the lieutenant’s 
superior officers. 
“We generally discussed the 
operation,” said the Episcopal 
priest, “and one of the two said, 
“We are going into the village 
and if we receive any return 
fire, we are going to level the 
village.” 
“I said I didn’t think we made 
war that way,” the Rev. Carl 
Edward Creswell testified at 


Calley’s court-martial Thur­ 
sday. 
“One of the officers 
replied: ‘It’s a tough war.’ ” 
At the company level, Calley’s 
chief defense lawyer said in his 
opening statement, the orders 
passed down for My Lai were 
“to kill every living thing in the 
hamlet.” 
The Rev. Mr. Creswell was the 
first witness testifying for 
Calley, who is charged with the 
murder of 102 civilians March 
16, 1968. 
The 27-year-old Calley, silent 
and ramrod straight through 
four weeks of trial, will tell his 


own story, attorney Goerge 
Latimer told the all-officer jury, 
“thereby giving you a full ac­ 
count of his actions, conduct and 
behavior.” 
Conviction of premeditated 
murder carries a sentence of life 
imprisonment or death. 
The Calley platoon, Latimer 
said, went into My Lai resentful 
about the recent deaths of 
buddies, understrength, un­ 
dertrained, and with fresh 
assurance “that at long last 
they were going to close with the 
enemy and get even for the loss 
of their buddies.”

Shasta County Sheriff’s Sgt. 
Francis Brewer said Thursday 
the searchers are banking on 
good weather in keeping up the 
hunt for Herbert Herrin, 51, and 
his wife Ann, 49, of Granada 
Hills, Calif. 
No trace of the Herrins, their 
camping gear or car has been 
found since blizzards hit the 
area 
last 
Thanksgiving 
weekend, in the same area 
where a mother and daughter 
survived for 59 days before 
perishing in the wreckage of 


their plane three years ago. 
“We’ve concluded there are 
numerous snow drifts that could 
conceal a car and camping 
gear,” Brewer said, telling how 
long poles would be used to 
probe the drifts while a metal 
detector would be used to seek 
out the buried car. 
He said men can be ferried by 
helicopter to the 40-acre site 
where the Herrins were camped 
from a state Division of High­ 
ways station 10 miles away.
